REPORT OF SCHOOL B@AiKi: 


Our schools, taken as a whole have been fairly successful, with few- 
er exceptions to the rule than usual. With these in mind, we hope a 
suggestion or two will be noticed by those who read this report, and 
be acted upon by the parents who we know have the welfare of the 
children at heart. When a parent feels dissatisfied either with the 
kind or amount of work done by their child, if they will go to the 
teacher or school board at once, having for their motive a desire to 
help the teacher and aid in making the school asuccess, the exceptions 
will become exceedingly small. When parents, teachers, board and 
pupils work together, failure will be impossible. 

Another help to successful schools suggests itself to us, when we 
consider the quantity and quality of work done the past year. Both 
have been good if we compare them with what has been done in years 
before, of which we have knowledge. But our standard of excellence 
should be much higher than itis. We have bright, intelligent schol- 
ars, capable of the best work. Why are they satisfied with anything 
short of this? Why is not their ambition as great as their capabilities? 
What a bright pupil of twelve can do, boys and girls of fourteen and 
fifteen ought to wish to do, and they ought to realize without con- 
stant urging on the part of friends, something of the importance of 
making the most of the opportunity presented. So suggestion num- 
ber two is made to the boys and girls—to rouse themselves, and see 
what their best work will accomplish the coming year. 

An energetic pupil is an inspiration to both scholars and teacher, 
and a school of them would be ample compensation to those who are 
working for their welfare. It has given us much pleasure in visiting 
the schools during the winter term, to see the stars and stripes float- 
ing over the school houses, and we take,this opportunity to thank the 
scholars and friends who entered so heartily into the plan of furnish- 
ing each school with a flag and pole, and made it possible for us to have 
a Share in ‘‘Columbus Day.’’ These flags add dignity to the school 
buildings, and to the work done in them, in the eyes of the pupils, and 
they realize as never before, that they are the children of the great 
country whose flag floats over them, and that the faithfulness with 
which they work will help to determine its future prosperity. 

One step in the right direction should lead to another. Much might 
be done to increase the pleasure of the children in their schools, that 
would not cost money, and only calls for united action on the part of 
all. 
There are repairs needed on several of the buildings, and certain 
measures which should be taken at once if we would keep them fit for 


use.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY. 


At the beginning of the financial year, March Ist, 1892, there was in 
the treasury $52.14. During the month of April the treasurer received 
from Mr. A. O. Miles, grandson of Rev. Noah Miles, a check for $200. 
From the town he received $15.00, making a total of $267.14. Of this 
sum $247.53 were expended for books, buying 265 volumes. Seven dol 
lars were paid for covering paper, $5.00 for expenses in purchasing the 
books, $3.50 for moulding, and $2.46 for freight, expressage, etc., leav 
ing a balance in the treasury of $1.65. 


During the spring Mr. Austin A. Spofford filled an alcove in the h. 
brary with valuable books, in memory of his grandfather, Mr. Jesse 
Spofford. There were 216 volumes in his gift. He also gave a life 
size photograph of the grandfather, and also one of himself, both in 
massive gilt frames. These, with the four given by Mr. Artemus Pat. 
ten, and one by Mr. Mansfield, ornament the walls of the library build 
ing. From the state we received 89 volumes, beside 7 volumes of state 
reports. Miss Susan Colburn gave 3 volumes, and the Mass. Horticul- 
tural Society, 46 volumes of pamphlets, making a total in the library 
of about 2000 volumes. The books have been selected with much care, 
and the library is already a source of great educational advantage to 


our people.
